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NEW TREATY IS SIGNED BY RUSSIA AND GERMANY 


People Did Not Anticipate 
General Disorder 

Forces of, Two Factions 
Watch Each Other- 

London. April 17.—Easter Monday 
van looked forward to with little tre¬ 
pidation by the citizens of Dublin, 
various reports to the morning 
papers Indicate, there being nothing* 
at the time the reports were filed 
t«> Justify an assumption that the day 
would bring such an explosion as the 
rebellion of 191*5. The correspondents 
found the luflidny crowds Inclined to 
hope for the best, and outwardly the 
life of the cjty continued at normal. 

The Dublin correspondent of The 
Times says.the statement by Rory 
O'Connor, head of the troops which 
seized the Four Courts, that his 
forces did not contemplate a coup, 
hears the stamp of sincerity and the 
gity has become quite hopeful. 

Dangerous. 

"Xcverthlcss,” he adds, "of course 
It is understood that with two Irish 
armies watching one another through 
the sand-bagged windows of different 
public buildings, the situation is 
dangerous. The country’s immediate 
hope rests on the resumed meeting 
of the peace conference on Wednes¬ 
day between representatives of the 
I^-ee State and "Republicans.” 

"Powerful pressure of many sorts 
Is being put on the rival leaders to 
reach an agreement which will 
eliminate the military peril, guaran¬ 
tee freedom of the elections and al¬ 
low public opinion to express itself 
during the coming weeks.” 

Valera. 

The correspondent remarks that a 
feature of the situation is the con¬ 
nection, if any, between Kamfltm de 
Valera and the seceding section of 
the Irish Republican Army, and he 
admits ho is unable to throw any 
light upon It. It is noteworthy, how¬ 
ever. that de Valera, speaking last 
night in Dublin at the celebration of 
the 191*5 Raster rebellion, repeated 
his hostility to the treaty and told 
his hearers they could have unity and 
a. stable Government behind volun¬ 
teers who stood for the republican. 
These were tho spear points of the 
Irish movement for freedom, he said 
It was not apparent whether this 
allusion was to O'Connor's troops. 

A dispatch sent from Belfast at 
tnidnight said. 

Notwithstanding wild rumors of 
impending trouble in Bolfast\m East- 
*:• Sunday, not a single casualty has 
been reported up to midnight. An 
unusually large number of hold-tips 
carried .out by armed men, took place 
in the streets of Belfast Saturday 
night, but no big amounts were se¬ 
cured by the highwaymen. 

Complete quiet prevailed Saturday 
night and Sunday along the For- 
n.onagh border. 

There was continuous fighting along 
the North side of Dublin on Satur¬ 
day night. Considerable alarm pre¬ 
vailed among the residents in the 
neighborhood of the Broudstone Sta¬ 
tion and Mount Joy Prison. Ac¬ 
cording to one account reaching there, 
% tho Republicans endeavored to seize 
Mount Joy Prison, which Was guard¬ 
ed by Irish Republican Army regu¬ 
lars. 

Broadstone Is the station from 
which Arthur Griffith started for 
Sligo. Mr. Griffith took a bold course

with a guard of honor of Free State 
troops.

Victoria’s Largest Lumber 
Plant Resuming Operations 

The Local Market Is More 
Promising 

The Canadian Puget Sound mill 
will re-open for business after an ex¬ 
tensive overhaul and ipiprovements 
on Thursday. This information was 
given to The Times on Saturday by 
W. D. Connor, President of the oper¬ 
ating company, who has been in the 
city for some days In consultation 
with the local manager. 

Mr. Connor indicated that the mill 
will cut to a maximum of 20.000 feet 
an hour. This will make it tho sec¬ 
ond largest lumber mill on Vancou¬ 
ver Island. 

To Renew Stock. 

Owing to the shutdown, the mill 
stock has been depleted, and renewal I 
of operations, irrespective of devel-f 
opment in the lumber market, has 
now' become essential. Mr. Connor 
said. The yards will be stocked, but 
in addition to this circumstance, it is 
thc expectation there will be u con¬ 
siderable demand for lumber for 
private buildings. In Mr. Connor’s 
opinion the local connections which 
the mill has built up since the com¬ 
pany was re-organized now assure 
sufficient business to keep the plant 
running economically. This mean? 
employment in one form or another 
for about 300 persons. 

The development of this local trade 
has become of increasing import¬ 
ance. Mr. Connor pointed out. owing 
to freight rates practically keeping 
lumber from this Coast out of the 
markets in the West where it would 
be reasonable to expect it would find 
a ready pale. As a large operator in 
Wisconsin, Mr. Connor remarked that 
so advantageous were rates in the 
United States that Southern pine was 
competing profitably in the cities of 
Chicago. St. Paul, and Minneapolis 
with thc timber from the adjacent 
States. 

Arbitrary Rate. 

Mr. Connor expresses the opinion 
.that the removal of the arbitrary rate 
against Vancouver Island cars would 
result in more Island lumber being 
manufactured on the Island, instead 
of the logs being towed to Vancouvet 
and other points on the Lower Main¬ 
land to be manufactured. He con¬ 
trasted the condition here with mills 
In Clallam County, aeross the Strait 
which were geographically on the 
Mainland, arc practically in a cor¬ 
responding position, in having their 
output towed to points on the rail¬ 
way systems on' Puget Sound fot 
transcontinental haul. 


EACH IMMIGRANT 
FROM ASIA MUST 
HAVE $250 CASH 

Ottawa, April 17.—Immigrants 
of any Asiatic race in future will 
not be permitted to land in Can¬ 
ada unless each possesses at least 
$250. This regulation, just made 
public, does not apply to a na¬ 
tional of any country in regard to 
which there is in operation a 
special treaty, agreement or con¬ 
ventional regulating immigration. 

IMMIGRANTS FROM v 
EUROPE TO HAVE v 
PASSPORTS VISEED 

Ottawa, April 17.—The passport of 
each alien immigrant landing in Can¬ 
ada from the continent of Europe, 
whether directly or indirectly, via 
Great Britain or Ireland, must carry 
the vise of a Canadian Immigration 
Officer situated on the continent of 
Europe, according to a ruling Just 
made by the Government. The pass¬ 
port of any Immigrant which the 
ruling does not cover must carry the 
vise of a British diplomat or consular 
officer, and each must ’foe presented 
witiiin a year of the date of issue. 

Jrho regulations do not apply to 
British subjects landing in Canada 
directly or indirectly from Great 
Britain or Ireland, the United States 
.or any of the self-governing Domin¬ 
ions of the Empire or to American 
citizens.

Tokio, April 17.—Fire completely 
destroyed the older portion of the 
famous Imperial Hotel and damaged 
the temporary annex to the hotel yes¬ 
terday. Three hundred persons, most- 1 
ly members of the staff of the Prince 
of Wales and visitors in Tokio from 
variou? parts of Japan in connection 
with the visit of .the Prince, were 
rendered homeless. Their effects 
were partly destroyed. One person 
is known to liave^been killed. 

When the tire broke out at 3.10 
yesterday afternoon, the Prince of 
Wales was just entering the Siitn 
Jujii Gardens, three miles from Tokio, 
accompanied by the Regent, the Em¬ 
press and some 3.000 invited guests 
for a garden puriy: Consequently lie ( 
knew nothihg of the disaster until 
his return to the city. 

Some twenty or thirty members of 
the suite of the Prince of Wales and 
officers of the battle cruiser Renown 
were attending the Imperial garden 
party with the Prince during the fire 
and were heavy losers. Captain, thc 
lion. Piers Leigh, lost presents he 
bad received during the visit of the 
Prince of Wales to India and Japan 
and which he bad intended to ship 
home. Some of the Prince’s staff 
officers lost their entire kits. 

The newspaper representative? and 
photographers attached to the Prince’s 
rtaff also lost everything they had 
left behind In thc hotel. 

Greek Killed. 

The man kilted was a Greek named 
Mllliaressy. who had been a resident 
of Tokio for fifteen years. He tried 
iff make his escape by way of the 
roof.

Dr. Edward K. Newton died yester¬ 
day. He drank bichloride of mercury 
twelve days ago and knew after 
three days death would come soon. 
Ait a physician, he believed at first 
his life might be saved, but jrhen the 
poison took a firm hold he knew 
there \*a« not a chance and prepared 
for the end. 

Dr. Newton whs a prominent phy¬ 
sician of Whiting, Ind. His brother, 
l>r. II. L. Newton, is connected with 
tho South Shore Hospital. On April 
4 he called his brother to the tele¬ 
phone. 

“I have taken bichloride of mer¬ 
cury," he said. "I just took It. Per¬ 
haps we may save my life.” 

At the hospital .a battle for life be¬ 
gan. Dr. Newton explained It was | 
an accident. 

By Mistake. 

“I had a patient coming early that 
morning," ho said, “and 1 dropped 
| two mercury tablets into a glass of 
I water. I sot it down and drew a 
glass of water to drink. I drank part 
of It when tho. telephone rang. I sot 
It down to answer the 'phone. When 
1 returned I drank the poison by mis¬ 
take.” 

Tho poikon Is slow acting hut 
deadly. Dr. Newton realized the 
fight would bo won or lost in three 
days. He calmly described his symp¬ 
toms day by day and recommended 
treatments. At the end of three 
days the symptoms showed death was 
certain. 

Hopeless. 

"It is hopeless now,” Dr. Newton 
told his fellow physicians in a voice 
as though he had been speaking of 
an ordinary patient in whom he had 
only a professional Interest. 

I)r. Newton began to put his af¬ 
fairs in shape to quit the world. He 
telephoned another physician and 
turned over to him his practice. He 
called an attorney and drew his will, 
wrote farewell letters to his friends 
and,waited for the end. It came ves- 
terday.

Much Controversy. 

One of the several causes of spirited 
controversy that has prevailed in 
golfing circles throughout Grewt 
Britain ’during the past Winter 
months, will, it is hoped, soon be 
eliminated. This had to do with the 
size of the golf ball and through tests 
which are to be conducted by vari¬ 
ous championship clubs It is hoped t* 
dispose' of the vexed question. The 
Royal and Ancient, St. Andrews, will 
hold competitions with experimental 
balls on Thursday. May 3, tho day 
following the competition for the 
Spring Medal, and will invite mem¬ 
bers of other clubs at St. Andrews to 
compete. The Honorable Company of 
Edinburgh Golfers propose, to invite 
all scratch and plus players In East 
Lothian to compete at Muirfleld on 
the day preceding or following their 
Spring meeting. The Royal North 
Devon Club at Westward Ho has se¬ 
lected June 8 as the day on which lo 
hold their tests and the Royal St 
George's Club. Sandwich, will hold 
one competition in connection with 
its Easter meeting and possibly an¬ 
other at the time of the St. George’* 
Cup Competition in May. 

An interesting series of mechanical 
tests with golf balls of various makes 
was conducted at Wimbledon recent¬ 
ly. The test was made against a 
strong wind and a machine consisting 
of a revolving arm to which a clui: 
was attached was used for driving 
the ball in the tests. The machine 
was wound up and on a clutch being 
released the arm swung the club on 
to tjie bull at a speed calculated as 
nearly as possible to the drive of the 
average golfer. Various makes of 
balls were used. Including those of 
the new weights and sizes laid down 
by the Rules of Golf Committee for • 


the coming experimental competi¬ 
tions. 

As a result of the test it 
was found that the heavy balls be¬ 
haved better against the wind thae 
the light ball: the Haskell ball car* 
ried ten yards further thnn the gutta¬ 
percha but was fully fifty yards shorl 
of the modern rubber covered balls, 
it was proved also that the "limited’' 
ball now in general use had,, a. greater 
carrying power than those of the new 
weights and sizes laid down by th« 
Rules of Golf Committee. ’ Th« 
ground was too heavy to obtain any 
useful data as to the running capa¬ 
bilities of the tested golf ball.

Interesting Link With First 
Overland Railway Survey 

Principal W. L. Grant's message to 
the people of Victoria, before he left 
Victoria on Saturday afternoon ffter 
ar- forty-eight-hour visit, was one of 
encouragement to maintain interna¬ 
tional amity, a subject on whtch he 
ha$ spoken several times on this 
Western tour. 

Mr. Grant, as a well-known historian 
and constitutional authority on Can¬ 
ada, pointed out to The Times that 
Canadians are. at length awakening 
to the fact that British diplomacy, 
in its relation to the United States on 
affairs exclusively appertaining to 
British North America, has not been 
so unwise as many think. 

Boundary questions have continued 
to rankle for many years, but he ob¬ 
serves that Great Britain has forced 
arbitration in a numbed of instances, 
as in the San Juan award, at a time 
when relations were very strained. Ho 
expressed his satisfaction at the. num¬ 
ber of bodies which had sprung up 
on both sides of the line in the Pa¬ 
cific Northwest since he was last in 
Victoria in August. 1918. having in 
view better British-American rela-, 
tions. 

Upper Canada Men. 

As Principal of Upper Canada Col¬ 
lege. Mr. Grant said he had met a 
great many men of the school out 
here, occupying positions of credit to 
themselves and the college. 

He mentioned an interesting per¬ 
sonal link with* Victoria and a. for¬ 
gotten page in the early history of 
the Province. Ills father, the late Dr. 
Grant, educationalist and author, was 
pastor of a church in Halifax from 
1S63 to 1877,. and while there was at¬ 
tached to the overland expedition of 
Sir -'Sandford Fleming in 1872. This 
expedition seeking a railway route 
came to Victoria in that year, the 
first of many which outfitted for the 
overland survey, and |lio. speaker was 
born at Halifax the day after his 
father returned from tin* great trip. 
The story was told in "From Ocean 
to Ocean." published in 1873, being 
the forerunner of books on Canadian 
travel subsequent to the admission of 
Manitoba to the Confederation.

PORT OF MEX CO 


H. M. Weir Visits Victoria; 
Conditions in Southern 
Republic 

The reeognltio^ol"President Obre- 
gon, of Mexico, by the Powers is the 
great need of Mexico to-day. accord¬ 
ing to H. M. Weir, of San Bias, who 
arrived in th£ city on Saturday, and 
is registered at the Empress Hotel. 

Mr. Weir makes a poiift of coming , 
to Victoria each Spring. In time to 
avoid the rainy season which renders 
life in Mexico uncomfortable from 
May to August. * * 

He brings a story of wonderful 
potential resources awaiting develop¬ 
ment in the states between the Sler_ 
ras and the Pacific Ocean, south 
from the port of Guaymas. Con_ 
trasting with the rich productivity of 
the West Coast littoral, and the very 
large shipments of oranges and to_ 
matocs to the cities of the United 
States, is the fact-that owing to the 
lack of canning equipment, vast 
quantities of frtrit are annually 
wasted. He points out that the sea¬ 
son being two weeks ahead of South¬ 
ern California, it is possible to cut 
Into that market, and practically 
form the sole source of supply from 
January to March inclusive in 
American markets. 

City of the Hills. 

Situate in the hills 5,060 feet above 
sec level is Guadalajara, the second 
city of Mexico, which serves to the 
Western states as "London and Paris 
rolled Into one.” Mr. Weir, who has 
travelled widely says that city has 
the finest climate, with perpetual 
Spring. When rail communication !« 
competed from Topic, South, from the 
United States frontier it will be 
placed in direct touch with the cities 
of California. This undertaking Is 
now rapidly appproaqhlng comple¬ 
tion. 

it is an Interesting historical fea¬ 
ture that San Bias, now long since 
overshadowed by Mazatlan and other 
ports, was the centre of Spanish ad¬ 
ministration on the Pacific Coast in 
the eighteenth century. From it the 
Spanish squadrons sailed which occu¬ 
pied Nootka, and held Vancouver 
Island during the shoft Spanish re¬ 
gime. Now Mr. Weir says San Bias 
is a relatively small place, the march 
of development having gone on else¬ 
where. 


GIDEON HICKS TO

The annual Self Denial appeal for 
the Salvation Army to be carried out

General interest In the Self Denial 
efforts of the Salvationists lies in the 
fact that this la the one occasion 
each year when this organization 
makes a direct appeal to the general 
public, to help swell the funds which 
_ are used to maintain the various so¬ 
cial activities t.f the Salvation apart 
from their evangelical mission—to 
help support the Army’s maternity 
J hospitals, rescue homes, men’s hostels, 

I rescue work and prison missions 
throughout Western Canada. 

The Salvation- Army divides its 
highly detailed organization Into di¬ 
visional units and in this category 
Western Canada from the head of the 
lakes to the Pacific Ocean is included 
in one administrative unit known as 
the Terrtory of Panada West, with 
territorial headquarters at Winnipeg 
and divisional headquarters at vari¬ 
ous points from Fort William to Vic¬ 
toria. It is this district that will ob¬ 
serve the period from May 7 to May 
14 as Self Denial Week, Eastern Can¬ 
ada having had its Self Denial a 
fortnight past. The same occasion Is 
observed throughout the whole world 
at some convenient time, usually in 
the Spring, as the Salvation Army is 
now operating in some 73 countries 
In the larger cities of Western Can¬ 
ada, Winnipeg. Regina. Calgary. Van¬ 
couver, etc., the actual Self Denial 
appeal of May 7-11 will be preceded 
about the last’of April by the call of 
the Salvation Army through a can¬ 
vass of the business area of each of 
these cities. It has already been 
announced that in Winnipeg the Kl- 
wanis Club of this city will coriduct 
the business catwass on behalf of the 
Salvation Army, covering the busi¬ 
ness area of Winnipeg for that pur¬ 
pose during the days of April 25 to 
April 28, and similar canvasses will 
be undertaljen In each city. 

Many Are Aided. 

The list of institutions in Western 
Canada for which the money raised 
by the Salvation Army is used is a 
lorfc. and imposing one. indicated by 
its very lehgth the extent to which 
the work of the Salvation Army pene¬ 
trates our social fabric. In this ter¬ 
ritory, the Salvation Army maintains 
four rescue homes for girls, four 
children’s home, three maternity hos¬ 
pitals of which Grace Hospital in the 
largest and foremo&t In Western 
Canada, and in which 1.345 babies 
were born within the last twelve 
months. The Army also maintains 
a girls' Industrial home in this terri¬ 
tory and a young women's boarding 
home, besides men’s hostels and In¬ 
dustrial homes In Port Arthur. Fort 
William. Winnipeg, Regina, Edmon¬ 
ton, Calgary, Vancouver and Victoria 

Aside from these prominent Insti¬ 
tutions there are other social activi¬ 
ties to be provided for, including the 
organization which holds religious 
services in all prisons, the free em¬ 
ployment bureaus of which the Army 
maintains eight In Western Canada 
the Winter relief work which is car¬ 
ried on at ail of their posts, and the 
Cadets’ Training Gpllege . at Winni¬ 
peg where the nurses and officer* 
who maintain the Army Social Wel¬ 
fare work receive their training. „ 

In Victoria the Self Denial appeal 
of tho Salvation Army will be carried 
out under the direction of Command¬ 
ant George Weir and the local offi¬ 
cers, assisted by friends.
